This questionnaire is a vital part 
of the school accreditation process. 
Hawes points out that by answering 
and returning the questionnaire 
you can, without identifying 
yourself, let the school know your 
opinion as to what you think your 
schools are doing and what they 
should be doing. 
So, if you were one of those who 
received a questionnaire but have 
not returned it, please look it up, fill 
it out and mail it back. 
Your cooperation on this effort to 
improve our schools will be ap­ 
preciated he says. 


The following editorial appeared 
in this past week’s issue of The 
Perryton Herald and contains 
some sound advice that we would 
like to pass along to our readers. 
The Amarillo Better Business 
Bureau sends out an excellent 
bulletin each month and we happen 
to be on the mailing list for it. This 
month the BBB cautions against 
charity solicitation from in­ 
dividuals or organizations outside 
the regular United Fund set-up. 
The BBB says that it is not un­ 
common for promoters of charity 
drives to rake off 80 per cent of the 
take before the charity gets 
anything. There are a number of 
fund raising terms used in 
solicitation, and the term “taplist” 
heads the list because this is a list 
of companies or individuals who 
have a known record of giving and 
can be depended upon to kick in 
when asked. These lists are usually 
well guarded and if sold to another 
promoter, are very expensive. It’s 
more or less “money in the bank” 
for whoever holds them. 
The term “excellent sponsor” 
is used when the promoter has a 
contract or agreement with a well­ 
known service club or organ­ 
ization, the very mention of whose 
name will creat a good impression. 
These organizations are usually 
approached with the line that they 
don’t have to do anything but lend 
their name to the promtoion and in 
return will get a nice cash 
dividend. The term “boiler room” 
applies to an office set up by an 
operator for the sole purpose of 
extracting the most money in the 
shortest time possible from the 
businessman or home owner in the 
name of sweet charity. Telephone 
solicitors are skilled or tutored in 
the techniques of extracting 
money by telephone. They sell and 
immediately send around 
a 
collector before the giver cools off. 
In addition to the charity 
rountines, there are all kinds of 
schemes making the rounds these 
days to bring in a quick buck. We 
received in the mail this week a 
communication from an outfit 
nailing itself the “Global Business 
and Industrial Directory.” What 
they sent us was an invoice for a 
half page ad in a directory at a cost 
of $296.00. In finer print below it 
was explained that this was not 
actually 
an 
invoice 
but 
a 
solicitation to buy advertising 
space. Of course this outfit gam­ 
bles upon the possibility that a 
firm, probably a large one, will let 
this invoice slip through as ap­ 
proved for payment and they are 
that much ahead. It must yield 
some results because this sort of 
solicitation is carried on year after 
year. It is not illegal, merely a 
^ k m r trap for the unwary. 
The most common easy money 
comes via the classified 
ads where promotors promise 
unsuspecting individuals a lot for 
nothing. These are the “Earn 
Money at Home” type of ads. They 
all have one tiling in common. They 
require you to buy something 
before you can begin work. If you

answer an ad offering you huge 
profits for some at-home work for 
which there is a great demand and 
which requires no experience on 
your part, you will wind up losing 
money instead of earning it. One 
example is the ad that promises a 
return of 1250 per thousand for 
stuffing envelopes at home. In our 
Franklin Printing Catalog, the 
standard pricing catalog for the 
industry, it lists a price of $10.80 for 
inserting material in 1,000 en­ 
velope;. So if a commercial 
printing plant can insert for $10.60 
per thousand, it doesn't make 
much sense to pay $250 for the 
same job. 
The catch is that before you can 
start making this big money 
stuffing envelopes, you 
have to 
send in $10 or so for your materials. 
This is the money making end of 
the proposition, but it is not for you, 
it is for the fellow who runs the ad. 
Every week we throw away 
classified ad orders like this 
because we don't want to be a party 
to getting our readers swindled. 
We will admit that sometimes a 
classified ad slips by but we don't 
plan for these schemes to find a 
place in this newspaper. There are 
classifieds which we do publish 
which are legitimate and which are 
probably not worth answering but 
we leave that up to the reader who 
is no doubt as smart about these 
schemes as we are. 
Another place where folks get 
stung, and this is the time of year 
for it, is in buying firewood. Most of 
us don't know much about firewood 
and when a peddler knocks on the 
door with some for sale we may 
buy some for winter use. The BHB 
reminds us that a cord of wood is a 
pile 4 feet by 4 feet or 8 feet. Ac­ 
cording to the Texas Department of 
Agriculture, there is no definite 
and legal description of a "rick" of 
wood and the legal definition of a 
rick of wood is merely a "pile of 
wood."

settlers or the tow sack 
featuring pioneer artifacts. 
More baskets are being 
ass*™Wed so artifacts can 
be studied by people both on 
the floor and as part of the 
Institute’s outreach program. 
This program is designed to 
reach school children, senior 
citizens or other groups who 
are unable to personally visit 
the educational agency. 
The Institute’s newest 
baskets will contain artifacts 
representing earlier life in 
Texas. 
Early household items, 
such as vacuum cleaners or 
washing machines that are 75 
years old or 19th century 
sausage stuffers and churns 
are needed along with old 
harnesses and saddles. The 
Institute also is looking for 
old branding irons, ropes and 
spurs. Early agricultural 
equipment and farm im­ 
plements such as early plow 
points and cultivators are 
needed also. 
Hand slates, blackboards, 
spelling charts and wall maps 
are needed for the Institute’s 
one-room school house while 
pioneer furniture such as 
rope-strung beds, handmade 
chairs, candle molds, iron 
kettles and spinning wheels 
are needed for the dog-run log 
cabin. 
Nineteenth century in- 
dustry items also are needed. 
These include early oil field 
equipment such as drill bits 
and core samples; items 
from the cotton business such 
as samples of seeds and 
cotton sacks; and railroad 
equipment such as lanterns, 
oil cans and tract tools are 
wanted. 
T raditionally Scottish 
items, such as kilts and 
bagpipes, are being sought 


along with items used by 
German, Spanish or Mexican 
settlers. These artifacts can 
include personal things like a 
pipe, shaving mug or musical 
instruments or spurs, lariats 
and branding irons used by 
charros or vaqueros. 
Old clothing and children's 
toys and games also are 
needed along with military 
items from World War I or 
earlier. This could include 
uniforms, 
headgear, 
or 
personal equipment like 
cartridge belts, holsters or 
canteens. 
Touch and learn baskets 
are designed to bring history 
alive. The baskets are filled 
with durable but interesting 
and ireful articles from the 
state’s past. For example, 
visitors to the Institute can 
see an antique German Bible 
on display but can handle and 
study a 19th century working 
tool.
